OFFICIAL RiYORT. 


I8th year of the Chinese Republic, January 24, F..rbin. 
We, Inspectors of the Detective Department of Polic: 
Aduinistration, FEDOROFF and sOSIK, made this official report 
to the following effect: In accoraance with the report made 
by Vladimir Nikolaevich, KUPLENNIKOFF, Custodian of the New 
York City National Bank that the sum of Yen 27,152.33 was 
received from the Bank at different times by means of forged 
cneques, by order of the Chief of Department questioned and 
o:tained the statements ,iven from the persons detained in 
connection with the case:- i 


Statement of CKULKOFF, Alexander Alexandrovich, 
27 years of age, Orthodox, no previous 
conviction, married, Russian emigrant, native of 
lioscow, residing at No. I08 Pochtovaya Street. 


"I am an employee of the International City Bank on 
hostovaya Street, in charge of co.wercial powers of attorney 
of the Current and Savings Accounts. Have been in this 
employ since April 2 last of the I7?7th year of Chinese Republic. 
Sometiue in the Suumer, I do not remember in which soath, I 
et on the Kitaiskaya Street an old acquaintance of mine 
Vladimir Nikolaevich URGENS. Im the course of the seneral 
Conversation the latter was interested to kgjow where I was 
eiployed and requested my assistance in obtai..ing a loan 
vf about ten thousand Yen from somewhere or other. Waving 
told URGENY that I waa not in a position to help him in th.s 
macter, the conversatio: ended there anu we parted. URGENS 
told wae that he was livin, is Shanmg:eai and was trading in furs. 
a few Gays later I again met URGENS on the Kitaisxaya street 
and we walxed to the Sungari foreshore. This time lhe expressed 
a thought that it would be easy to ovtuin money from a@ oank 
vy means of forged documents. I then remembered that in the 
Bank, wiuere I was eaployed, there was absolutely no control 
over blank cheques i.e. any person mentioning the naue of 
te person who has a current account easily obtained a 
reserve cneque, and I told URGENS this. The latter said this 
was good aud that he himself would see to the signature on 
tae cheques. I gave UkGUNS my consent to assist him in 
carrying out the plan in question, i.e. I was to check whether 
tnere were accounts and to what amount belonging to certain 
people as for instance OKUN and RUSANOVICH, whom URGENS 
sointed out to me himself. T.ie conversation ended there and 
we parted. At the next meeting I gave URGENS the Balances 
of accounts of OKUN and RUBaNOVICH, tne former's being 4000 Yen 
ana the latter's II,000 Gold Dollars, U.S.A. currency. It was 
decided to try and present first a cheque for a smali sum up 
to 300 Yen from QKUN's account. URGENS became a frequent 
visitor to the Bank to study the method of the passing of 
cheques. at the beginning of October, last year, I do not 
remember the date, URGENS obtained in the Bank from an 
employee named MALTZ, who has nothin, to do with the yee in 
question, one reserve cheque. On that sane day 1 got ou 
from a drawer a card signed by OKUN and handed it over _ 
the closing time of the Bank to URGENS, who was wait ing or 
me on thse 3hirokaya Street. The follewing day oo -

On seein, the cheque I accepted it from the 
bearer, put a number on it and issued him a receiving check, 
upon which he went out of the Bank, as the actual receiving 

of tne money was to ve effected b; arrangement only when I 
would inforu taem that the cheque had successfully passed 
turougn the control and was nanded in to the Cashier for 
payweate About I5 or 20 ainutes URGENS inquired by telephone 
wud I said tuat everytaing was in order. USHAKOFF then came 
bacx to the Banx and got the money. About 2 pem. I.left tre 
tang and proceeded to the Boulevard opposite the City Marxet 
and Shop Arcade in Mostovaya Street, w..ere URGENS was waiting 
for me and I then received from him my share of the money 

Yen I00 (Cheque No. 17675). In the same way and again through 
USHAKOFF two thousand seven hundred (2700 Yen) were received 
oy cheque No. 19080 dated 13/X, from which amount I received 

a thousand (I.900 Yen) from URGENS on the same 3oulebard. After 
tnat I refused to continue these transactions, but URGENS 

. tareatened to send an anonywous letter to the 3ank about me 
wiilst ne would escape from Harbin. I was afraid of that and 
was compelled to consent tv continue issuing cheques. The next 
Lwo cheques Nos. 03295 and 03294 dated October 24 and 25 res- 
pectively I handeu myself to URGENS om tne street as he was 
not goin; to come to the Bank anymore and o.: these cheques 
URGENS forged the signature of the owner of RUSANOVICH account 
to the amounts of t:.ree thousand two hundred and three thousand 
oue hundred Yen. The money of the above cheques was also 
received by USHAKOFF and I got fro Urgens cash of four 
thousand seven hundred (4700 Yen) and in audition to that 300 
Yen,wnich Ushakoff owed me,for camouflaging purposes were 
returned to the account of OKUN. After this last obtaining 

of the money URGENS stated that he would temporarily discontinue 
transactions with the cheques and was going to Shanghai, aauing 
that USHAKOFF had already left for the South. In Decemoer I 
received a letter from Urens in Shanghai in which he asked 

if everytning was alri.ht. I answered him to Shanghai to the 
auaress of 636 .venue J#ffre, Apt. 6. I did not see URGENS 
anyuore. ‘Whetner Usnakoff left Harbin and whether this was 
4is real uame I do not xnow. I can identify him, nowever. 
Somatime later I met Grigory Vladigirovicn LVOFF, an ex 
employee of the 3ank, Who asked me to lend him I00 Yen, which 
1 prowised to give nim the followin, day;. at the same time 

I related to him in detail the transactions wit: cheques 
sarried out through me and offered him to join me in cont@nuing 
the forsing of the cheques. LVOFY at first hesitated to 
consent, out eventuully gave in and said that he would forge 
tne 3ignutures on the cheques himself, but will find a man 

-uo receive the money. In a day or two, I do not remember 
exactly, LVOFF telepioned to me and arranged to meet corner 

of Birjevaya and Kitaiskaya- Streets, when .e told me that he 
found a man with whom he was about to make arrangements and 
invited we to goin him, but I refused. In tue evenin,; of the 
3aue day LVOFF culled at my house and said that the man found 
was named FRANTZ and he consenteu to receive money by means 

of forged cheques. The next day I brought to LVOFF"s house 

a card signed by the ower of an Account under the name of 
POPEL and LVOFF after a little practice signed the cheque 

on the following day in my room. It was then and there 
decided to send the man to get this money from the Bank and 
this was done in the same Way as on previous occasions 

py cheque No. 06267 dated November 3 to the amount of 5100 
Gold Dollars, U.S.A. Currency. The .money was paid out in 

Yen at the rate of the day's exchange and amounted to Yen 
0836.65. The sane evening LVOFF brought to my house my 
share five thousand (Yen 5000). LVOFF then told me that he 
did not want to maxe any more forgeries, but the man named

FPRANTZ was forcin, him to ao it by means of threats to give 
adm away, etc. I alsc refused to taxe part in further such 
activity. Later on PRANTZ hid evidently decided to act en 
nis own,disregarding our wishes,and having obtained i. the 
Bank a reserve cheque, which he most probably filled in and 
forged the gig.ature of "Naftalin" himself (cheque No. 32257 
dated November 23, 1928), which ne presented for payment 
to the Casnier. On checking the cheque was found by the 
Gasnier to be a rough imitation and was not paid out. The 
bearer of the cheque in the meantime disappeared frow the 3ank. 
This na,ypened atthe end of November last year. In this case 
I came under the suspicion of the Bank and I confessed 
everytnin, to the Directors, mentioning LVOFF as accomplice 
bu. I wil. de able to identify FRANTZ also. 
The total amount of my share from the monies received by means 
@ forged cheques cume to I0.800 Yen. I spent 6113 Yen 
(six thousand one hundred and eighteer’ on the purchase in 
different stores of silver table ware and otner articles, 
2000 Yen to pay the debf$ ef my father-in-law, Alexander 
Ivanovich ANDOGSKY on his promissory notes, 60 Yen to en,raver 
SARATOFF, Yamskaya No. 33 as a loan, 275 doj. to Doctor 
FAVORSKY, Hotel "Eldorado", 60 dol. to Yakov Zikoff, 500 
dollars to Mendrin, “Novy Mir® and 300 Yen sent to Russia. 
The balance of I387 Yen I spent on my personal wants ana 
in small sums here and there. The silver ware to the va.iue 
of 6118 Yen were kppt by Yaxov Zikoff and Doctor Favorsky, 
who at the request of the Sank returned it to the Jatter. 
In addition to that t:e Bank recovered some of its losses 
py the 300 Yen paid in on the account of OKUN, my salary of 
about I00 Yen, the Pension Fund sum cf 50 Yen, about 950 
Yen constituting tne balance of my accounts in the Bank 
and by the coufiscation of my gold watch, which cost 150 
Yen and which I bought in 1927. I nave nothing more to add 
in connection with the case. The statement has been read 
out to me and is written, correctly:

& dee © 7; Statement of LVQFF, Grigory Vladimirovich, 
22 years of age; Orthodox, no previous 
conviction, married, Russian enigrant, 
native of Moscow, residing at Mo. 25 
Konnaya Street, Apt. I, on January 25:- 


“I arrived in Harbin in 1920 as a refugee from Russia. I 
Have my mother, sister and two brothers here, who live at Modiagou, 
Rasdelnaya Street, No. @@. I have had fairly good education. In 
the widdle of 1926 I obtained employment at the “Internationul 
City" Bank on Uostivaya Street first as a watchman and later 
was transferred to the office as a book-kee»er in the Savings 
Account Department. On August 25, 1928 I was dismissed for 
beins systematically late in coming to office and leaving it early. 
wunilsat employed I got married, which brought about expenses 
aifficult to meet. When already dismissed, in Novemver of the 
I7th year of Chinese Repubdlic, I requested alexander CHULKOFYI, 
my ex colleague in the Bana’s employ, to lend me I0O Yen, knowing 
from nis own story one day that he, togetner with some otier 
persons, ootained woney from the Banx by means of forged cheques 
on several occasions. CHULKOFFP promised to let me have I00O Yen 
the following day adding that he had an ixportant matter to discuss 
with me and will come to my house in consequence. The following 
day CHULKOFF appeared at my house at 4 p.m. called me out and 
said that he would obtain a card with the sigmature of one of 
tne owners of a Current Account as well as a blank cheque, which 
I would have to fill in, forge tne signature, and then find a 
san who would present the cheque for payment. I consented to 
that and began to look for u suitable man, but this took some 
tiuae when cone fine day I was a visiting a friend Michail Andreevich 
REPIN, at Wo. 36 Aptekarskaya Street, met in his rooms & man 
naned FRANTZ, but whose surname I never xnew. Having left REPIN 
tuget.er wit: FRANTZ the latter en route told me that he was out 
of work and in straifened circuustances. I told FRANTZ about 
the business whiBh could be effected with the cheques and that 
uis task would only be to receive the money witn a ready forged 
cheque, to which FPRANTZ consented. I told ali this to CHULKOFF. 
I think it was the same day CHULKOFF brought me a card with the 
sample signature of one POPEL. After practicing for three days 
une Signature, I asked CHULKOFF to bring me tne blan cheque, which 
ue did, handing it to me on the Kitaiskaya Street. The next day 
at CHULKOFF's house I filled in the cheque and signed it “POPEL". 
I then wet FRANTZ on the Kitaisxaya Street and we both drove up 
to the Bank. I stayed outside tne Bank in the car, whilst FRANTZ 
went in the sank to receive tie money. Having received the 
receiving check we proceeded togetner tu the Railway Administration 
Office, fram which we telephoned to CHULKOFF to ascertain that 
everythin, was in order. The reply was satisfactory and we 
returned to the Bank wiere again I waited outside in the car and 
FRASTZ went in to present the check for payment of Cneque No.06267 
gated 3/XI-28 to the amount of 5100 Gold Dollars, 4.5.A- Currency 
but the cash was given out in Yen ai the day's rate of exchange. 
Out of this money I toek for myself 2200 Yen and gave CHULKOFF 
5000. The rest of the money went to FRANTZ. I handed the money 
to Chulkoff on the evening of the same day having called him out 
in the corridor of his house. I spent the 2200 Yen. As regards 
Cheque No. A.32257 with the forged signature of "Naftalin", 
to the amount ef 210G Yen which FRANTZ failed to receive money for, 
and who forged that cheque as well as how FRANTZ came into its 
possession I do not know. I will be able to identify FRANTZ. 
Concerning USHAKOFF I have never seen that man and do not know 
who he is. I also do not know the whereabouts of both the 
persons above mentioned. I have nothing more to add iu connection 
vita the case. The statement nas been read out to me and is 
taken down correctly:

Statement of ZIKOFF, Yakov Yakovlevich, 
Chinese Subject, @B years of age, 
Orthodox, no previous conviction, 
residing at I6, Balkanskaya Street, 
MOodiagou:- 


“I am employed in the International Wajona Lits. I know 
CHULXOFF, Alexander alexundrovich since I919 from the kilitary 
school. I have always had ahe best opinion about Chulkoff 
ever suspecting him of being capable to be involved in an 
unlawful aftrair of any kind and trusted him fully. I think it 
was in October of last year that I bought, at the request of 
CHULKOFF, a silver ceffer for 2.200 dollars at a jewellers‘ 
store, tne money having been provided oy him. I do not remeuber 
the name of the store, out it is situated in Kitaiskaya Street. 
Chulkoff said at the time that I would be able to buy tnat 
piece of silver cheaper as he had already oargained for it 
anc could not wet the price down. At t.e begiuning of Novewber 
of last year, CHULKOFF handed me 5.500 Yen requestin, that I 
suould place this money in the Bank in my own name because 
oe¢ing an employee of the Bank it was not rignt for nim to place 
much money in his own name as this might make the Bank suspicious 
and will influence his employment. On being askea by me where 
he got that much money from at all, Chulkoff replied that he 
operated several successful cowuercial transactions. I thought 
to myself that as Chulkoff has a fatner-in-law, who is in 
financial difficulties, he probably does not wish his relatives 
to know of his capital so that they should not ask for 
assistance. I therefore consented and »laced 5.500 Yen in 
vhe City Bank in my own name, the money belonging to CHULKOF®?. 
uwPudually CHULKOF: got that money out and only I0 Yen of nis 
remained outstanding in the vook. On January 22, 1929 in tie 
evening CHULKOF? came to wy nouse and requested me to take the 
silver coffer, in wy ,ossession, to Dr. Favorsky’s house, stating 
that he has troable at the Bank, after which he left. I tried 
to ask hiuw what had happened, but ne was in a great hurry 
and told me uothing. This coffer as I alreaay said was bought 
by me sometiwe in October of last year and was in my possession 
at the request of CHULKOFF, who lived in a distant part of 
town, rather isolated, and feared robvers. At the beginning of 
vecember of last year CHULKOFF asked me to call at the 
Engraver SARAPOFF's on the Yamskaya Street and take from him 
ais, CHULKOFF's silver ware, on which SARAPOFF was putting ~ 
his monograms. I called on SARAPOF! and he gave me the silverware. 
CHULKOF? wanted the things to be in one place i.e. in ny 
possession. O:: January 23, 1929 I took the things over to 
Dr. Pavorsky. I confirm that I am not in any way cogected 
with the case and consider myself not only ianocent of 
couplickhy, bout navia,g been wnorally victinized for my trust 
in CHULKOFF, who took advantage of it. The Bank, which 
is the principal victim concerned in this case in the 
person of its Manager, has also sent a letter to the International 
Nagons Lits concerning my complete rehabilitation in this 
case. I heve not asked or had any compensation from CHULKOFF 
for keeping safely his things and money and he only lent me 
ance 60 dollars to buy an overcoat. The statement has been 
read »ut to me and is taken down correctlys-

1923, CHULXOFF having completed the treatment usked me to 
wait for the payment of the money he owed as he was about to 
get married and needed the money. In Novemoer last CHULKOFF 
Came back to me as a patient to check the state of his health. 
at tuat time I reminded him oi his debt when he said that 
.e would bring that same day a cheque of the International 
janx for the sum owing. Right enough CHULKOFF brought me 
vue cheyue on that day whic: was signed by Y. ZIKOFF or 
anu which on presentation o. the following day at the Bank 
was paid out. I do not know who ZIKOFF is. I do not quite 
remember the date, but about five days ago, an un«xnown young 
wan brought me with a visiting card of CHULKOFF two locxed 
cases which were left with me for safe keeping. On the eve 
of that day CHULKOFF called on me and requested that I should 
tase for safe keeving two cases, which ne said contained 
silverware and in view of tue fact that he changed house 
and was living in an isolated uistrict near the Lopato factory, 
ue was airaid of robpers.

In Noveuber ol last year, I av not 
remeber the aate, noi feeling quite well I again went to 
see Dr. Favorsxy, who reminded me of my aebpt to him for tne 
orevious sreatment. I asked Favorsky now much I owed him 
and ne having told me the sum of 275 dollars 1 brought Dr. 
Favoraky the game evening a cheque cf the City 3ank for the 
gua of 275 doilars signed by Y. ZIKOFF. At the beginning of 
November of lust year I gave ZIKOFF, Yakov Yakovlevich, 
5.500 Yen asking him as a friend to place this sum of money 
ir, the City Bank on his own name.

In 

the evening of the same day I gave my visiting card, ut the 
request of the Mana,;er of the Bank, who detained me, with .

to bearers from the Bank, and this was done, the things 

having been brought to the sank. In my first state.ent 

I said that I just gave Dr. Pavorsky 275 dollars. I made such 
a statement only because I did not want to coufide in the

I really paid Dr. FAVORSKY the 275 dollars for his treatment

I do not 
even know exactly where Ushakoff resided recently in Harbin, 
put possibly he put up at the Hotel "Central". In November 
cf last year, Ushakoff dropped in when I was engaged repuiring 
a wotor car in tne jarage, to say good by@ and told :.e that 
ne was leavim, for the South to try his luck, and at the 
request of my wife I lent him 50 dollars for travelling 
expenses. Four or five days later we received a letter 

trom Jshakoff, which haus already been submiited, Neither 

my wife or I xnow anything about the alleged offence

CONFESSION OF CHULKOF?. 


THE STARTs 

I was talking with Ivoff who spoke of how easy it is to 
get money from the Bank from forged checks. We discussed how easy 
it would be to copy the signutures say on a check from a book just 
issued. He said that if a check from a customer's check book could 
be obtained und the signature forged it would go through easily 
and the Bank would not accept respongibility. Even a counter 
check if the signature was ocorreot could be safely oushed providing 
the forgery was good enough. At that time nothing more was suid. 
Th.t was «bout in July or August. 


We discussed the possibility of securing money in this 
way but arranged nothing definite up to the time Ivoff left. We 
thought thet as Clark was new and inexperienced, with too much work 
to-check up things carefully that such a plan would succeed. Young 
was much more oureless; he would sign anything without uny parti- 
cular attention. But he was only there for 1g months after I joine 
the Bank and before we discussed this way of getting money. 


I kept thinking about what Ivoff and I had tulked und 
felt tempted to get some money as it was urgently needed at home, 
where my father-in-law sold everything to pay back the money he 
took (ubout Loo. $5, 000.-). 


A min came from Shanghui by the name of Vladimir Miocho- 
laevitch Yurgens about September. His address is Ave. Joffre No. 
636, Apartment 6, Shanghai where he is probably now. I knew him 
in Vladivistock in 1922 - or rather 1925 and became quite good 
friends with him. 


I met Yurgens on the street and went with him to a cafe 
but did not take him home. 


He told me th:t he was desperately in need of money and 
would do anything to get that money. I told him I was working in 
a Bank. 


A few days later, by =ppointment we met again und he 
told me about instances of getting money from Bunks und he had been 
in our Bank and saw our system. He suggested that we could get 
some money out of the Bunk, a few thousand (he needed about H.$ 
10,000) und I had been thinking it over and decided that we might 
try. I didn't want to try too large a sum as I thought we would 
be caught and I didn't wish to take uny risk. I ugreed and 
explained how it could be done. 


Anyone could apply for und receive a counter check. 
Then I could get the signature card, we could fill the oheck on 
un «coount, whose balance was known. He agreed to do the forgery 
und fill in the check but he said that he couldn't come to get 
the money personully us he was known in the oity und might be 
recognised. He said, however, that he would send a min und I asked 
who. He said his nme was Ushakov, who lived on Gommercial Strect. 
He said the man would leave the town ufterward: so thi.t he would 
not betray us. °e discussed who it could be und picked out two 
rich Jews - Oxun and Rubanovitch. 


We found thut Okun had Yen 3,000.- in his account and 
Rubanovitch «bout US$1,000. So we decided to start with Yen 300. 
Yurgens came and got a counter check from Mailts. The same day 
I took out the signature card ufter 1 pom. and gave it to Yurgens 
thit ufternoon. Next morning at 8.05 in Newtown he met me by uppo- 
intment and gave back the signature oard und showed me the check 
the forged signature looked very good to me and we arranged that 


his man should come to the Bunk und I would give him a brass 
check for the forged check und then he should go out of the Bunk. 
In case the cheok was found forzed I wis to notify Yurgens when 
he called me up on the phone. I was so disturbed that I even 
forgot to hive Ushzkov endorse the check. Yurgens called me up 
in 15 minutes und I replied that "my health wus good" which meant 
that the check is 0.K. and he must send Ushakov in to get the 
money. He o:me and got it but I did not watch for him nor see 
him. 


We were elated over this and decided to try again.. 
I remember watching Clark when he compared the first signature 
and he hésitated . little but passed it. 


This time I had received Yen 100.- Yurgens took Yen 
200.- to divide with Ushakov. 


' Oa the 16th Ostober we hid .nother meeting und as 
everything hud gone well we decided to so it again for a bigger 
amount. So on the 17th Yurgens got u.nother counter cheok and I 
gave him the signature sard again in the .fternoon. The next 
morning he showed me the forged cheok, which I found 0.K. und I 
replaced the sign:ture oard when Clark was busy ut the counter. 
Ushakov came again und we followed the same procedure, obtaining 
Yen 2,700.- of which Ushakov, us Yurgens said, had received Yen 
700. He kept Yen 1,000 for himself .nd guve me Yen 1,000, 


I had ulready used up the Yen 100.- jn paying bills 
at Petroff's, a grocery store, Brmies eto. «ith the Yen 1,000.- 
which I had in my pocket, I bought in a few days a 330.- tea 
spoon, fork und tongs ut Itzikson'’s und deposited Yen 200.- back 
to Okun's uccount, with no good reason for doing so except that 
I h.d too much money. I gave my wife Yen 800.- .nd told her to 
deposit the money to her account in the Thrift Corporation. She 
asked where the money came from as we had never had any before 
and wanted to open a joint account uhd I told here that I made the 
money by specul.ting on currencies. She believed me und took the 
money there. I made :: mistake in saying thut I deposited Yen 300.- 
out of the cash in my pocket to Okun's  ccount. That came later. 


Wurgene came again ind said that we must do it ugain. 
I refused to join him and said if he wanted to he could do it on 
his own cocount. ‘“e quarrelled. He came again —nd said that 
if I refused to do it he would write a letter to certuin people 
and would olear out of torn himself. Thereupon I agreed to do it 
again. He told me to find. out the balance of Rabinovitch, which 
I got from tne weekly balunce book. Yurgens said he would not 
come to the B.nk himself, but told me to get two counter checks 
in U.c.¢, which I did on the folloving day. I guve them to him 
with the signature card, vhich he returned to me on the following 
morning and showed me two checks not yet filled in except for 
the forged signatures. I said I didn’t like one und wunted to 
destroy it but he wouldn't give it to me. I told him to put 
U.S.$3,000.- on one which was to be the last one. 


The same day Ushakov came to the Bank and presented 
two checks, one for G.$3,1°0.- and one for U.£.$3,800.- to me. 
I usked Tsizik to give him numbers for the checks which he did. 
I calculated the emount of Yen and usked Muiltz to write out 
the contract. I luid the check end contract on Clark's desk. 
Clurk eximined the sign:tures on both cheaks and then personally 
looked wt the balence in the ledger. Then he initiulled them 
und they went through. Yurgens telephoned again and I gave the 
usual reply. Ushukov ocwmeé and got the money. 


We met, Yurgens and I, after 1 p.m. und I got Yen 5,000 
On the same day I deposited Yen 300.- to Okun's uccount so us to 
make the cheok for Yen 300,- look correct. Within. few days saxx 
about a week my wife znd I were walking by Kaspe's and saw the sil 


silver jewel box. We hid gone inside to buy a witch for my 

wife. While buying the watoh I enquired the price of the box. 
’ He said Loa.§$1,800. I said it was too much und ve went out, 
after huving bought . watch for my wife for Mex $300. I did not 
pay for it or tuke it, no, I remember I did puy for it and the next 
day my vife oume to tuke it. .On the same evening when we bought tr 
watch, I told my wife we could buy the silver box. I sent « man 
named Sarapov, who lives on Yumskaya St., und who his done many 
things for me engrevinge eto. to buy the box for me. ‘urapow is 
in no way connected with thie forgery business. He bought it for 
Yen 1,200.- and I asked <arapov to keep it for me. 


Then I wanted to buy something else us we never had 
amything pretty in our house. I had explained to uy wife that I 
got the money. by speculitions on currencies. 


50 ve went again to Kuspe's .nd asked if he had 
Silverw:re. We looked ..t the silver sets und .yreed to buy one 
for Yen 2,000. I said I would send my :1:n who would psy for it. 

I g.ve Sarapov Yen 2,000 nd he got the silver set which he en- 
g@rsaved for me. Ome half of it he engraved for me, but he did it 
go badly, I had Lipkovsky do the b l:.unse of engraving. Lipkovsky 
knows 12 «nd then he started talking that I had a lot of money and 
I explained that I did it by trading wit: agents in Jupun. The 
silver set is engraved with my own initicls ..nd was kept ..t Zykoffs 
but lust night I went to Zykoff's nd asked him to take it to the 
Hotel Kidorado, «nd leave them vith Ur. Favorsky, who I came to 
know when I was living ut that holel .nd he tovk cure of me when 

I was ill. Ple.use do not mix him up with this us he knows ubso- 
lutely notuing about it. fi will tell you .11 the oen who ure 
connected with the crime. 


About the s.me time .s I bought the silver set 1 
bought otner .rticles, . eilver ladle, enamelled, «itn stones from 
Petroff's Yen 159.00 p.id by my wife's check on the Thrift Corp. 
and took delivery ‘ne next duy and took it Lo v-erapove. verupov 
uBsked how I got so imoh money .nd I told him I got rich. : 


I bought « suit from 2 .likoff % Grizgorleff for Yen 104. 
I bougnt a fur soit ond h t Srom Tachurin for ~360.- and underwear 
pyj-mas, shorts “rom Tss!.urin, Eskine etc. One smoking jucket for 
M.oG80. from sekins. Two dresses at §69.- for my .ife from Louvre 
and muny other Jittle things. 


Iosve my fether-inels some money, the details of 
which «re on... list on sy deck at home. I vhould say Yen 300 -400, 


Ly tnis time I wes getting snort of money and I huving 
acquired the tuste, I vented more of it. 


Yurgens und Ushakov hid left the town shortly after the 
lust theft frar Rubanovitch's .ccount. No Yurgens did not leave 
«t the seme tine ..g Ushekov. He stayed here for about .u month 
for I saw him on tne street und told him everything wus alright. 
He said he was going to leave for Shunghai. I did not see him 
again but got a letter from nim utout «= worth .go which was un- 
Bigned saying that the other man could not be found in Shuinghai 
probi.bly he has gone to Australia. He wsked again if everything 
was 0,K, and I replied th.t it wus alrisht. 


‘Now when I wes getting short of money, Lvoff came to my 
house and asked if he could borrow money from me. I asked him 
how much he wanted and he said Yen 100. We were ulone in the room 
at first. I told him thut I didn't huve uny money like that, so 
he said counld't we do :nything with the Bink to get money. I 
said we could because previously I remembered his tulking ubout 
getting check from the cheok book und forging the signature. 
I said we could do it beoause I have a check thut stole from 
the check book of Mrs. Popel on the day it was issued. I had 
secured the check after Mr. Clark had initialled the register and 


given tic Bouk to tle boy to send out. I ,:sked the bay to give me 
the check book ue I wanted to cee if it was printed correctly. 

He giwe it to me und I tore out a check ind then gave (the book) 
it bck to the boy nalf .a hour later.

I kept the Popel ol:eck under tie Pewer of Attorney file 
curds. 


Now to return t¢ cy convers: tion with Ivoff. 


Fe said it rasa very serious business but thought it 
could te done. Tren I vold him.ta.t I nud -lready done it with 
ccunter checka und got from Okun .nd Rabenocitch over Yen 13,000 
from the Bunk. Ne caked me "vho Jo you work with or do you do 
it yourself". I seid it wes foolish to think I did it ulone, but 
I hud men and sould not tell nim ind wculd-not tell him who they 
were. Ivoff said if you did it it is = vreat idea ind we can 
get Yen 100,000.- from the Benk. He cffered to disguise him- 
celf ind present ~ne checks. I told him thut every dog about 
Hurbin knows him znd th:.t he would be recogaised. Bui he must 


get % man to get the money. ‘le «.id ne knew no one and I told 

{m to think it over. Before he vert uway he asked me again 
for the Yen 100.- which I prozised to give him th:t next day if 
he - ould meet me on the corner of Pochtovaya «.nd ovtorgovaya 
Streets in Newtown. si 


The next day he met me the next dey. This was ubout the 
end of October :.nd he suidethat he sould look for :. man. He knew 
some people but he was ..fraid tc tell them uwbdout it. I said it 
must be « mn unknown to me end ore who will not betruy us. 


The next dey he o:lled me up on the phone ..nd told me to 
meet nim at tne corner of Birjev.ye ond -iteiskuya Streets 


between 1 ..nd 2, at ubout 1.59. 


I mat him und we went towards the second street after 
Kituiskaya, Artilleriskayu. He told me then thut « friend of his 
by the name of "Mischa" (did not tell me the full name) with 
whom he had talked : bout this business, was personully afraid to 
do that, but if he (Misoha) ‘would be paid, jie would tell the 
address of several people vhe were scquainted with this kind of 
Dusiness. He said they hud got money in Vladiwostook by forged 
cheoks or similar énstruments. Thea I told him I wented to 
hove nothing to do with professionals because they would stiok 
to you like a leech and never let you out. He insisted on our 
going to these people cs he felt sure that they vere reliable 
people i.nd urged me to go and meet them too - but I refused and 
on that point ve turned «nd started bick to the Bank, but 
before I left him, ve saw Olsufieff coming behind us and I told 
Ivoff thut it wus very awkwerd for us to be seen together, as 
YJisufieff cume up und spoke : few vor&s, then we parted und Lvoff 
vent on his own and met those people whose address he had already 
received from Mischa. It was <t an hotel on the Birjevaya Street 
und the people were one old mun and one young man.
